In response to inquiries made by Com- 
thissioner Prouty, Mr. Hobbs said that 
on June 30, 1912, the capital stock of 
the Maine Central was $9,979,000. On 
April 10, 1913, it had been increased to 
$24,707,408, the new stock being sold to 
stockholders at par, At that time there 
were no debts payable. The funded 
debt amounted to $12,492,192. Part of 
this increase in capital stock went to 
pay for about $10,000,000 of the con: 
solidated mortgage bonds of the Maine 
Central issued in 1872. 

Mr.-Hobbs said the remainder was 
spent in additions and improvements to 
the road. 

Under examination by Louis D. Bran- 


produas exchange, Mr. Hobbs said that 
the $15,000,000 increase had occurred 
since July 1, 1911, and Mr. Mellen was 
president of the road at that time. 

The Maine Central was a subsidiary of 
the Boston & Maine, it was said, and the 
Maine Central had bought the Boston & 
‘Maine holdings of the Portland Terminal 
Company stock at $120 a share, which 
was considered a fair value, and was also 
selling a good 4 per cent bond at $88. 

He admitted the increase of $15,000,000 
capital obligations had occurred since Mr.

The act 
laid upon the commission the duty “to 
take into consideration and to thoroughly | 
investigate all the various questions re- 
lating to the agricultural, mercantile, 
manufacturing, mining, and industrial 
interests of the United States, so far as 
the same may be necessary to the estab-' 
lishment ef a judicious tariff or a revision 
of the existing tariff upon a scale of| 
justice to all.”

TIDY GARBAGE RECEPTACLE 
KEEPS. YARD LOOKING WELL 


HERE is no place where a housekeeper has a better opportunity 

to show her good housekeeping than in the appearance of the 
rear of the house. An unsightly collection of pails and baskets, and 
above all an untidy garbage receptacle, will spoil the appearance 
of any back yard, no matter how attractive it may be otherwise, 
says Harpers Bazar. 

A good plan is to have a box made, large enough to hold the 
garbage can and any other pails or receptacles it has been found 
necessary to keep about. The box should have a good hinged cover, 
but needs no bottom, and should stand directly on the ground. 
Have some holes bored in each side for ventilation, and over these 
on the inside tack some wire fly netting. Paint the box the color 
of the house. and it will be quite unnoticeable and serve to keep 
the rear of the house neat. If the garbage receptacle is kept clean 
and covered there can be no odor, and there will be no opportunity 
for the breeding of flies. ,

The cottage has two rooms downstairs—a big living room and dining 
room, and « kitchen, and three sleeping rooms above. The house is sur- 
rounded on three sides by a veranda, and the front door opens upon the 
lake, while the back door faces a woodland paradise. 

The outside was quite presentable as to paint, but the inside had 
never known a brusi. The walls and sides were treated to two coats of 
pale yellow paint downstairs, and pale pink upstairs. The rafters overhead 
were left their natural, old soft brown color. The floors and stairs (which 
went up out of the big room) were given two coats of good floor paint. 

The big room had to do duty as dining room as well as living room, 
so we chose a simple square extension table, which, between meals, had 
to do duty as a library table. This and the chairs Were purchased in an 
unfinished state, and stained with prepared early English stain. We could 
not allow more than 65 cents a piece for the dining chairs, s0 a common 
kitchen chair was chosen and stained to match the table. In order to 
cover up the spindle effect of the chairs, a covering was made to fit closely 
over the backs. This was fashioned from leaf-brown burlap, and or- 
namented with stitched leather squares to match the couch cover and 
table runners described later. The rockers were of the comfortable 
porch rocker variety, and were provided with washable covers for the 
backs, feather-stitched wjth yellow and tied on with tapes. 

The hangings for the Wiadowh were of unbleached muslin with an ap- 
plied double border of silkolene, which had a yellow vine of roses run- 
ning through it. Upstairs the borders were varied according to the color 
of the room—blue for one, pink for another, and a little fancy colored 
braid for the third. 

In the big living room we used a couch, which could be converted 
into the fourth bed, and a cover to harmonize with the brown and yellow 
scheme of the room was the next thing. -The leaf-brown burlap was 
again chosen, and a border of stitched hollow leather equares of tan was 
applied, 

On the dining table (which was square) two runners were used, one 
each way. These measured two yards by 24 inches, and the leather squares 
were again used, but at the end of a stem. | 

A shelf 50x20 inches was put up for a buffet, and hung with heavy 
log chains painted black with metallic paint, the shelf being stained to 
match the rest of the furniture. J 

The bedrooms upstairs were furnished with a simple white iron 
bed and a dresser. The “dresser” consists of another shelf draped with 
cretonne in contrasting color to the window drapery, and the smal]l mir- 
ror above each dresser is hung upon a plain piece of the cretonne. 

For floor covering for the living room, we brought our two large porch 
rugs from home, and all the covering the bedroom floors have i8-a gay rag 
rug in front of each bed. Our silver and bed linen we also bring from 
home, and for table linen we use white oilcloth, except on special occa- 

gions. With plenty of white crepe paper and a good supply of paper

ONDON--Amongst the shipbuilding 
centers of the Hritish Isles, the 

River Tyne holds a leading posi- 

tion, and no firm on that river has 

an more world-wide reputation than Sir 
W. G. Armstrong, Whitworth & Co.

It is true that this business had become 

a large one before shipbuilding was added

purposes. At the present time the Arm- 
rhirong company possesses engine works, 
ordnance department, steel works and a 
shipyard at Elswick-on-Tyne, a shipyard 
at Walker-on-Tyne, extension 
Scotswood-on-Tyne, and, in addition 
these, the Openshaw works at Manches- 
ter, the Pozzuali works near Naples in 
Italy and the Thames ammunition works 
near Erith on the Thames. 

The business was founded by W. G. 
(afterwards Lord) Armstrong, a solicitor 
practising in Newcastle. He received 
knighthood in 1869 in recognition of his 
public services in connection with the 
improvement of artillery, and was created 
‘ Baron Armstrong of Craigside in 1887. 
Mr, Armstrong, as he then was, though 
circumstances had led to his entering 
the legal] profession, evinced a remark- 
able predilection for technical pursuits, 
‘to which he devoted much of his leisure. 
About the year 1836 he commenced to 
study the problem of the utilization of 
water power to actuate machinery, and 
10 years later an hydraulic crane de- 


works at! 
to | 


signed by him was erected on New- 
castle Quay. This crane attracted much 
attention; one of the first to recognize 
its merits having been Mr. Hartley, the 
well-known engineer of the Liverpool | 
docks, whose advocacy did much to in- 
sure the success of the invention. 


Beginnings Small 

The early orders for cranes were exe- 
cuted by a‘firm-in Newcastle; but it 
soon appeared desirable to establish 
»works specially equipped for dealing with 
the business, and with the financial as- 
sistance of four citizens of Newcastle | 
this was done. Six acres of land on the 
Elsewick estate, about one mile from New- 


castle, and lying between the river and | ~ 


‘the North Eastern railway, were secured, 
and works, which formed the nucleus of 
the present large establishment, were 
erected in the year 1847. 

At that time the site was in the midst 
of open country, and partridges and 
pheasants were occasionally seen within | 
the boundary wall. The situation chosen 
was a good one, being in close proximity 
to the source of supply of the principal | 
raw materials, and provided with facili: 
ties for both water and railroad commu- 
nication. Manufacturing operations seem 
to have been commenced in October of | 
this year; the first fortnightly wages 
bill, paid on the fifteenth of the month, 
amounting to £9 17s. 10d, a figure which 
may be compared with £38,500, a sum 
which has, in late years, been paid in a 
single week to the company’s employees. 

The hydraulic business developed stead- 
ily, receiving a great impetus from the | 
invention of the accumulator, a device | 
which rendered unnecessary a natura! 
head of water, and this department still 
remaing an important one. The ability | 
to manufacture hydraulic machinery im- 
plies a capacity for producing heavy work 
and of a high grade of accuracy. So that 
when at th: time of the Crimean war, 
Lord Armstrong began to interest himself | 
in the improvement of artillery, he was 
already possessed of the necessary facili- 
ties for carrying his ideas into practise. 

Up to that period artillerists had been | 
content with the smooth-bore cast-iron 
or bronze gun, firing a spherical shot, 
which was little more than a better made 
edition of the cannon of the date of the | 
first introduction of gunpowder. But 
Armstrong and others saw that a stronger 
weapon, able to withstand higher pres- | 
sures, was needed, and that it must be 
‘rifled, so as to permit the use of an 
elongated and consequently heavier projec- | 
tile. He, therefore, proposed a breech-. 
loading gun, having a rifled barre! or liner, 
strengthened by wrought iron coils shrunk 
upon it. 

When the design for the first gun was 
under consideration, Mr. Armstrong had 
as his chief draughtsman, a Quaker, who 
held firmly to the opinions of 
and who, when approached about draw- 
ing out a design for a gun, protested 
“Thou knowest, Mr. Armstrong, that 1' 
cannot go against my conscience” 
employer is reported to have replied, 
“Well, I cannot blame you, Richard.” 
spite of this protest, a three pounder 
gun Was made in 15855, and eventually 
th» Armstrong system was taken up by 
the British government. 

Armstrong made a gift of his patents 
to the nation, and was himself appointed 
engineer to the war department. About 
the same time,-1859, the Elswick Ord- 
nance Company was formed to manufac 
ture artillery for the government. This 
arrangement only lasted a few years 
when Armstrong. relinquished his 
The ordnance works then amalga.- 
mated with: the engineering works, ad 
the new firm, under the title of Sir W.

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Hunting With a Camera 


Photography of birds requires more art, 
skill amd patiefice than the hunting and 
shooting of them, declares the paper called 
Our Dumb Animals. One should have 
some knowledge of photography before 
undertaking the work of securing pictures 
of our feathered friends. A knowledge of 
ornithology is also desirable, for it is a 
great advantage to know the birds by 
name, their habitats and nesting sites, 
feeding, drinking and bathing haunts, 
and the times of migrating and nesting.

There seems to 

he a popular realization of the fact that the 

coming tariff debate in Congress is going to 

be something more than academic. The 

whole public appears to be awake to the 

circumstance that the party which has been promising for so many 

years, 1f given power, to reform the tariff system now actually dom- 

inates the situation, and is determined to carry out its pledges. 

All the minority can do is to utter protests against the impending 

changes. These will not affect the result in any important degree, 

but they will make an impression that’ will remain with the public 

long after the Underwood tariff bill shall have been enacted. Nec- 

essarily, such protests will be accompanied by predictions. The 

strength of the latter must be determined by events of the future. 

One of the first of the series of minority protests 1s that which 

comes from the out-voted members of the ways and means com- 

nittee, in the nature of a report. It antagonizes the entire attitude 

of the majority. It charges that the Democratic party is reversing 

an economic policy “that has brought prosperity to the nation.” 

It points to the marvelous industrial expansion of the nation under 

that policy, and it predicts that the overturning of it will mean 

disaster. It calls attention to the constant increase in the number of 

manufacturing establishments, the constant advance in the compen- 

sation of labor, the good condition of national finances, the high 

plane of American living, and it denies that there is either excuse 
cr mandate for the system proposed by the Underwood bill. 

It will be appreciated, of course, that the foregoing 1s a partizan 
statement. The fact that there is a Democratic President today 
shows, perhaps, that enough persons were suspicious of the present 
system to want a change. And it will be seen from the present 
general discussion that the persons who chose the President are 
more or less indorsing his position on the tariff, as outlined 1n his 
address to the Congress, in the measure to be acted upon by the 
Congress and in his numerous statements prior to his election. 

The interest which the American people of all classes are taking 
in the tariff should be broad enough to give a Hearing to both sides. 
From this will grow an educated popular thought which will finally 
settle the tariff question. That question never has been settled in 
the past, because it has been debated and disposed of under the 
rules of partizanship. It cannot be settled in the future under any 
such rules. Aun educated public thought can settle it finally, must 
settle it finally, by taking it out of the domain of politics and placing 
it, where it belongs, in the domain of economics. The opportunity 
for tariff schooling now offered the people should not be neglected. 
It will help them one of these days, sooner or later, to determine the 
best method of dealing with a question that for fifty years past 
has been settled at intervals to the satisfaction only of the party

A sign of the times is a recent communication from Admiral 
Goodrich of the navy in which he urges that the nation exercise tar 
more discretionary power with respect to naturalization and admis- 
sion-to full rights of citizenship. The point he stresses 1s, that so 
unportant a matter ‘should be guarded more rather than less, and 
that,’ as in so many forms of social cooperation where the final 
reward is a great privilege, suffrage should be bestowed only after 
a probationary testing time. The estimable naval officer has given 
expression to a theory of American citizenship that is worthier than 
the conventional one. The only sort of an organization, civic, eccles- 
iastical, educational or industrial, that has a title to long continuance 
is one that makes moral worth and intelligence the final tests of 
enlistment and tenure, and that also has as wide a door for egress 
as for entrance. When title to citizenship comes automatically or 
as the result of superficial tests, and when it is not withdrawn 
asghe result of failure to exercise its duties, then a nation can hardly 
expect to have a noble form of life. 

The clamant need of the United States at the present time is 
not more citizens but better ones, not wider doors for aliens but 
stricter tests of natives who' inherit citizenship and of foreign-born 
residents who seek suffrage. That which is hardly won 1s valued 
aright and is kept untarmshed. That which comes without: effort 
seldom is used well. A privilege that may be lost is far more likely 
to be cherished than one which is secure.’

Wolseley’s campaign had 
resulted in opening the Red river country to settlement; there was 
soon a rush for the newly named town of Winntpeg, and just forty 
years ago this year it was incorporated. Today it is one of the most 
flourishing and one of the handsomest cities in western Canada. 

The point of present interest, however, ts not its growth, which 
is widely known to have been marvelous, but rather the manner of 
its development. It would seem from our recent article touching 
on the subject that Winnipeg discovered very early im its history 
what many other cities, to their cost, do not discover until they are 
much older. No sooner did it begin to grow materially, that is, than 
some of its leading citizens realized the necessity of a corresponding 
growth ethically, if it was to attain and hold a high place among the 
communities of the Dominion. Almost immediately an organization 
designed originally to develop the city industrially became an 
organization for its development also along lines that wquid make 
it a wholesome place of abode for all those, young and old, who 
should come to inhabit it. 

This statement of a simple fact will call to the memory of many 
of our readers the movements inaugurated in a number of progres- 


sive and prosperous cities on both sides of the line in the last few 


vears to make themselves “better places in which to live.” They had 
progressed and prospered—they had doubled, and quadrupled and 
quintupled in wealth and population—but suddenly they bécame 
aware that they were not exactly desirable places in which to bring 
up children, in which to live. In nearly every instance these cities 
have become greatly improved because of this awakening. Winnipeg,. 
may be numbered among the communities of the United States and 
Canada that began earlier on the right road, and that have progressed 
and prospered none the less materially because they have developed 
at the same time morally, esthetically, educationally, civically. Social 
and home life ideals have been fosteredein Winnipeg while the tity 
las been expanding industrially and commercially, with the result 
hat the community exhibits a completeness today that is lacking too 
often elsewhere. : . . 

For the advancement it has made along all lines, the chief city 
of Manitoba is primarily indebted to the coopération that was early 
displayed by its citizens.

Blast furnaces as they are understood today were unknown at 
the time named. Their annual output now is given a value of $391,- 
v00,000. The packing business, as it is understood today, had not 
been founded at that time. It now amounts -to $1,370,568,000 
annually. Copper smelting and refining, the development of which 
is related closely to the electric business, has grown from a very 
small beginning to a business of $378,000,000 annually in the last 
sixty-three years. Even within a shorter period than this the 
petroleum industry was born, and it now amounts, in the refining 
department alone, to $236,998,000 annually. Cotton seed oil, cake 
and other by-products of the great southern staple were unheard of 
in the fifties. The yearly value of these is now put at $147,688,000. 
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Passing over the immense accretions to American industry 
resulting from such inventions as the Pullman car, air brakes, auto- 
matic switches, perfecting printing presses, typewriting machines, 
etc., etc., three great totals relating to industrial developments of 
still later birth force themselves upon attention. One of these had 
its beginning in 1831 when Cyrus Hall McCormick invented the 
reaper that is inseparable from his name, or, rather, in 1845 when 
he improved it, but the agricultural implement industry which grew 
out of that invention is of a recent period. The value of agricultural 
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vellow pine grew and flourished in the now barren regions of 
Nebraska, and no essential change in soil or climatic conditions has 
taken place to prevent growth now. Consequently government 
nurseries are busy growing seedlings with which a thorough scheme 
of reforestation will be tried out, and this not so much for the pur- 
pose Of influencing in any way the raintall of the two states as 
because it 1s seen that the prairie states face an ever increasing cost 
of lumber.
